8000 SLAIN IN

PORT AU-PRINCE, Haiti, (/pi 
President Stenio Vincent, in an 
exclusive interview at the Haitian 
palace today, estimated that 8000 
Haitians have been slain on Do¬ 
minican soil since October.

HOME LACK 
BLAMED ON 
BOARD 

Juvenile Department 
Needs Funds 

Blame for “insufficient funds for 
proper maintenance" of the Or¬ 
ange county juvenile home was 
placed squarely on the shoulders 
of the board of supervisors by 
Presiding Superior Judge H. G. 
Ames in a talk before the Citizens 
forum in the Unitarian church last 
night. 

Citing lack of sufficient funds, 
rather than improper supervision, 
as the main trouble with the juve¬ 
nile home, Judge Ames’ charge 
followed action of the supervisors 
yesterday blocking a request for 
two additional employes at the 
home. 

“The juvenile home should not 
be just a detention home, but It 
should attempt to correct the 
things that cause delinquency,” 
Judge Ames declared. 

Citing main causes of delin¬ 
quency, Judge Ames blasted the 
frequently expressed theory that 
liquor is a principal cause by de¬ 
claring that liquor has contributed 
only a few cases to Orange coun¬ 
ty's annual delinquent rolls. 

Earlier in the day Supervisor 
N. E. West had started another 
idea going ’round at a meeting of 
the supervisors, when he suggested 
that "juvenile delinquents might 
better be taken care of in an out¬ 
door camp than in a home.” 

Meanwhile West and Supervisor 
Steele Finley had blocked the 
recommendation of the county pro¬ 
bation committee that two new 
employes be added to the juvenile 
home staff, and Supervisor John 
Mitchell charged there was “some¬ 
thing wrong" at the home. 

“NOT SATISFIED” 

Mitchell, juvenile home com¬ 
mitteeman on the board, said he 
was "not satisfied" with the way 
the home was run, but would like 
to cooperate with the committee in 
its request for additional help to 
remove the pressure from the 
present staff. He added that Supt. 
Fred Germany "seemed to be away 
a good deal of the time.” 

Probation committee members 
have insisted additional help was 
imperative, since employes at the 
home have only one day off a 
week and must be there constantly 
the rest of the time. 

Additional help would cost $65 
a month, plus board and room, per 
employe. 

Judge Ames was introduced at 
the forum last night by Don Cook, 
next week’s forum speaker. 

The judge said in 11 years on 
the bench he has never had a juve¬ 
nile case where the boy or girl 
appeared before him again in an 
adult criminal case.

GRIPS EAST AS NEW COLD WAVE THREATENS FLORIDA 


CITRUS AREA 
AGAIN IN 
DANGER ZONE

Winter spread itself along the 
Atlantic seaboard from Maine to 
Florida today, bringing snow and 
icy temperatures to parts of New 
England and the Middle Atlantic 
states, and the threat of a fresh 
cold wave for the South. Northern 
and central sections of the coun¬ 
try, east of the Rockies, also suf¬ 
fered from cold. 

Although Florida's two-day cold 
wave was on the wane, weather 
bureau observers said another 
mass of cold air was moving to¬ 
ward Texas and the Southwest, 
and that a shift would renew the 
cold and misery in Florida, which 
already has suffered extensive 
crop damage. 

Eleven inches of snow lay in 
Buffalo and snow flurries were 
predicted for New York City. 

Pennsylvania reported snow, icy 
roads and drifts. 

COLD WAVE MOVES 

A cold wave moved southward 
over the Rocky mountains and 
great Plains region to Eastern 
Colorado and Kansas, and east¬ 
ward to the upper Mississippi val¬ 
ley. 

Rain or snow was forecast for 
the Carolinas, North Georgia, and 
possibly Northern Mississippi and 
Alabama by tomorrow. 

Buffalo's snowstorm was accom¬ 
panied by a 47-mile-an-hour wind 
from Lake Erie. Niagara falls, 
only 20 miles north, early in the 
day reported little wind and only a 
slight snowfall. 

Temperatures generally were 
low in New York state, and many 
miles of road were blocked or kept 
open only with difficulty as the 
wind piled big drifts. 

LOW TEMPERATURES 

At Paw Paw, Mich., the town’s 
$50,000 municipal power station 
was tumbled into the Paw Paw 
river when the swollen stream 
forced a break in the hydro-elec¬ 
tric dam. A melting snowfall of 
30 inches had caused the river to 
rise. 

At Casper, Wyo., an official 
temperature of 26 degrees below 
zero was recorded early today. It 
followed a powdry snowfall gen¬ 
eral over the Northern great plains 
and Rocky mountain region. 

Skies cleared today in that sec¬ 
tion but the weather bureau said 
the cold wave would continue at 
least until tomorrow. 

The reading at Caspar was the 
lowest reported in the regon by 
the United States weather bureau. 

Other lows included: Lewiston, 
Mont., -20; Newcastle, Wyo., -18; 
Yellowstone Park, -10; Cheyenne, 
Wyo., -8; Helena, Mont., -8; Sher¬ 
idan, Wyo., -7.

all foreigners and Chinese non- 
combatants to evacuate be¬ 
leaguered Nanking as quickly as 
possible. 

"Hostilities may engulf the city 
any moment,” they said. 

Through Suemasa Okamoto. Jap¬ 
anese counsel general at Shanghai, 
the authorities requested rep¬ 
resentatives of foreign powers, in¬ 
cluding the United States, to in¬ 
form their respective nationals of 
the impending struggle in the 
evacuated Chinese capital. 

United States Consul General 
Clarence E. Gauss transmitted the 
Japanese warning to American 
diplomatic representatives at Nan¬ 
king and informed Washington of 
the development. There were 17 
Americans in Nanking. 

The Japanese said they consid¬ 
ered the former capital “one large 
fortification” and therefore could 
not give the Chinese non-comba¬ 
tants and foreigners the assurance 
of safety in the so-called refuge 
zone. 

Reports through Japanese chan¬ 
nels said the Japanese command 
would issue an ultimatum demand¬ 
ing surrender of beleaguered Nan¬ 
king to avoid a heavy toll of life 
and possible destruction of the 
city. 

The reports declared the ulti¬ 
matum would ask Chinese Gen¬ 
eral Tang Shen-Chi, commander 
of the Nanking garrison, to sur¬ 
render the city and 300,000 Chi¬ 
nese soldiers. 

Japanese columns, Chinese as¬ 
serted, were repulsed in attempts 
to storm two of Nanking’s gates 
with 1000 casualties. 

One Japanese detachment, it 
was stated, was driven back from, 
Chilian (Unicorn) gate while an¬ 
other failed in an effort to pierce 
the city's heavy walls at Sunshine 
gate which leads to the impressive 
Ming palaces. 

A third column, the Chinese ad¬ 
vices said, was held up at Mulink- 
wan and failed to reach Nanking. 
Some 75,000 Japanese were gath¬ 
ered about the city, where approx¬ 
imately 200,000 Chinese faced 
them.

WASHINGTON. UP) — 'Tater 
tasters of Capitol hill—picked to 
decide the relative merits of Maine 
and Idaho potatoes—wondered to¬ 
day whether they had bitten off 
more than they could chew. 

Brewster (R., Maine) in¬ 
sisted that the four judges make 
all-inclusive tests on the rival 
spuds, “including edibility, savori¬ 
ness, mealiness, boilability, bake- 
ability and fryability.” 

Brewster said Rep. White (D., 
Idaho) “knows Idaho potatoes are 
not as good for boiling or fry¬ 
ing as ours are.” 

The judges, selected on the ba¬ 
sis of geographical impartiality, 
were invited to sample the pota¬ 
toes at the house of representa¬ 
tives’ restaurant this noon.

Smoky Orchard 
Heaters Barred 


Over protest from the farm 
bureau, which usually calls for a 
salaam in the seats of county 
government, supervisors yesterday 
afternoon passed the 
smudge ordinance. 

Effective in six months, the or¬ 
dinance will bar smoky or chard 
heaters, old tires and other smoky 
substances as methods of keeping 
frost from oranges. 

Thus, by a 4 to 1 vote, th< su¬ 
pervisors kicked over the traces. 
Heretofore, when the farm bureau 
pulled the strings, the county 
board jumped. This time it was 
different. The Farm bureau didn’t 
want a smudge oridance passed, 
and had said so. The ordinance 
appeared doomed. 

But yesterday Supervisor Harry 
Riley of Anaheim representative 
of possibly more farm bureau 
members than any other board 
member, made the motion for its 
passage. Supervisor N. E. West 
seconded the motion, and Super¬ 
visors John Mitchell and Harry 
Riley voted "yes.” 

Only Chairman Willard Smith 
voted against it, and that was on 
grounds that more time should be 
given to growers for moderniza¬ 
tion of their equipment. With 
present rapid development in 
heaters, he said, a year or two 
more ought to see the problem 
solved. 

"Second," said Chairman Smith, 
“I am informed that they do not 
intend to enforce the ordinance if 
it is passed. I don't believe in 
passing ordinances we don’t intend 
to enforce.” 

Riley, however, said he was sure 
that the ordinance would and 
should be enforced, and A. J. 
Cruickshank, member of a South¬ 
ern California anti-smudge com¬ 
mittee, said he believed it would 
be enforced in a year or so. 

The ordinance is similar to those 
passed in I -os Angeles, Riverside 
and San Bernardino counties as 
a bar to the smudge menace, which 
annually causes thousands of dol¬ 
lars' worth of damage to clothing, 
household goods and health.

TEMPEST IN 
CITY COUNCIL 

With a bid $218 higher than that 
of their competitor, Paul Muench 
and Clyde Newton, representing 
the Pacific Indemnity company, 
were offered the city's insurance 
business on a $100,000 public lia¬ 
bility accident policy last night 
at a star chamber session of the 
Orange city council. 

Muench's and Newton's bid was 
$2868, whereas as bid by John 
Powell of the United Pacific In¬ 
surance company of Seattle of 
$2650 was rejected. 

"It is not customary for cities 
to ask for formal bids on insur¬ 
ance," City Attorney Gordon Rich¬ 
mond commented today, "nor to 
award the insurance to the lowest 
bidder." He said one of the prin¬ 
cipal considerations in buying in¬ 
surance for the city is the policy 
itself which is offered.

(American 
Wire)—Greatest mystery in con¬ 
nection with this city's great slid¬ 
ing mountain is not so much the 
cause of the slide, as it is the 
origin of the tunnels which honey¬ 
comb the great hill and which are 
helping cause the slide. 

A party of newspapermen went 
into the hill through the maze of 
tunnels for more than 100 feet, 
and found the tunnels to be ela¬ 
borately lined with bricks. 

Persistent legends of the tunnels 
had been denied until recently by 
various historical bodies, because 
there is no record of their build¬ 
ing. The shifting of the moun- 
tan, however, has revealed that 
miles of shafts run through it in 
every direction. All of these were 
picked out by hand, sometime in 
the early history of the California 
colony. 

The tunnels do not appear to 
be mines. It is thought possible 
they led to some Spanish treasure 
hoard—but if so, why so many of 
them? Another possibility is that 
they were some part of the de¬ 
fense works of early Los Angeles.

Here’s a tip for death. 

Try your fine Italian hand 
among the ranks of walkers next 
time out and see what happens. 

It’s more fun than anything to 
knock off a pedestrian. What’s 
more, the pedestrian will help. 
He’s a lawless sort at heart—a 
fine, free spirit with a mind of 
his own. 

This Journal reporter took a 
30-minute jaunt around town to¬ 
day in death's interest. In 30 min¬ 
utes he scouted up 28 nice pros¬ 
pects for the grim accountant. 

Listen, Death, if you want to 
have yourself a time, step down 
to the nearest corner and watch 
the pedestrians try to beat the 
traffic light. This is a great game 
—and the most popular of all. 

Those bell signals have a warn¬ 
ing interval. And Death, you 
could probably end the debate 
about what it’s for. The driver 
thinks it’s for him. If he’s already 
into the intersection he keeps on 
going through after the first bell. 

The pedestrian thinks it’s for 
him. Without exception anywhere 
from six to 24 walkers are off at 
the sound of the first bell, like 
cross-country races jockeying for 
position. 

There’s a virgin field. Send a 
car through the intersection after 
the warning bell. Then send a 
couple of pedestrians off the curb, 
heads down, arms swinging in an 
effort to cross the street in two 
seconds instead of five. The mess 
will be good, grisly fun, don't you 
think? 

Second most popular pastime 
among pedestrians appears to be 
jaywalking. 

Death, 
until you see Mrs. Jones of Santa 
Ana climb out of the back seat 
of her car, tell Mr. Jones to wait 
just a minute, and trot across the 
street in the middle of the block 
to buy 10 cents worth of dried 
onions and loaf of bread.

Wherever the age-old custom of 
displaying lustrous, prickly holly 
leaves during the holidays is fol¬ 
lowed—in Patagonia, Honolulu, or 
New York—Gig Harbor holly finds 
its place. 

More than 4000 pounds of it 
comes this year from the grove of 
P. H. Peyran—who dreamed his 
holly dream 22 years ago and sees 
it realized today. Before the 
World war, Peyran was a varnish 
salesman who already foresaw the 
day when he would be too old to 
sell varnish. 

Spurred by a nurseryman’s cas¬ 
ual remarks, he discovered holly 
was about to disappear from 
American homes.

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Mrs. Addie Buxton Oakes and 
daughter. Miss Mary Oakes of 
1825 North Ross street went to 
La Jolla over the week-end where 
they were the guests of Mr. and 
Mrs. Osborn Thompson.

Tactfully but firmly, 
the Lissauer-George forces read 
that script, made notes, checked, 
and returned the script to its au¬ 
thors. 

BOUDOIRS WEREN’T KNOWN 

The polite notes conveyed many 
succinct reminders and correc¬ 
tions, such as the fact that Prince 
John was never actually regent, 
that shillings were not in use until 
much later than Robin Hood’s 
time, the popular coins being 
“pennies,” and that guineas were 
unheard of. Also, it was suggested, 
the English did not become tea- 
drinkers until about 1650, and no 
character should use “Ouch!" as 
an exclamation of pain because 
the expression had no place until 
the 19th century. If anyone were 
hurt and wanted to say “Ouch!”

And about 
Olivia (Maid Marian) De Havil- 
land’s "boudoir”—girls didn’t have 
boudoirs in those days. They had 
rooms, and none too frilly, either. 
And so on, and so on, to the last 
page of script. 

The research department then 
turned to constructive labors. For 
the art department it dug deep 
into hundreds of old tomes, con¬ 
sulted old prints showing medieval 
castles, apartments, streets and 
dwellings. For the costumers it ex- 
cav.ated authentic notes on what 
milady wore to an archery tourna¬ 
ment, to court, to market, to sleep, 
and the equivalents for milord. 
On games and customs Mrs. 
George spent Sundays reading at 
least 30 sources, tracing Saxon 
pleasures and Norman fads, and 
listing the whole for Director Wil¬ 
liam Keighley’s guidance. (Keigh¬ 
ley did plenty of reading himself.) 
BRIGHT HUES ESSENTIAL 

“The Adventures of Robin 
Hood” is now under way. But for 
all the research it will not be en¬ 
tirely correct technically. Research 
deals in facts—the director can lay 
on with imagination.

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Anti-Smudge Campaign Victorious 

No longer will greasy, choking clouds of smudge 
spread destruction and disease through Orange county as 
in past winters, thanks to the wise and timely passage of 
the anti-smudge ordinance by the supervisors. 

This area now takes place alongside Los Angeles, 
Riverside and San Bernardino counties as having legis¬ 
lated against orchard heaters of antiquated and improper 
design. 

A substantial reduction in the smudge fog should be 
noticeable during the coming cold months, even though the 
ordinance does not take effect until next year. 

This is because fore-sighted and community-minded 
citrus growers—whenever circumstances permit—will go 
ahead very likely with the replacement or remodeling of 
their old pots. 

Next step now should be for the supporters of the 
anti-smudge campaign to take their fight before Santa 
Ana city council. 

Cleaning up the situation in the county will do away 
with most of the noxious vapors; but there are many acres 
of heated groves in the limits of various county cities. 

If the new ordinance is presented before the various 
city councils, there probably will be little delay in enact¬ 
ment. 

For it is’ the cities which suffer most in proportion 
when the hot pots are belching carbon into the atmosphere. 

Health of city dwellers is endangered and harmed by 
the breathing of myriads of particles of soot; merchandise 
is damaged in stores by the carbon clouds and the smudgy 
fingerprints which show up from handling; and thousands 
of homes and interiors are dirtied and require cleaning and 
sometimes renovation. 

Victory of the anti-smudge campaign here is in a large 
measure due to the good work of A. J. Cruickshank, who 
presented the ordinance to the supervisors. 

We hope that he has similar legislation drawn up and 
offers to Santa Ana city council so that the fight for a 
cleaner, purer air in wintertime may be carried to a com¬ 
plete and logical finish and the people will no longer have 
to eat smoke all winter.

What the G.O.P. Wants 

A current report of the American Institute of Public 
Opinion (Gallup Survey), conducted among rank-and-file 
members of the Republican party the country over, should 
be of unusual interest in Orange county, with its large 
G. O. P. registration. 

For this “convention,” representing all the states, 
ages and income levels, developed these points, reports 
George Gallup, the director: 

“The majority of Republicans polled are not satisfied with 
the present G. O. P. leadership. 

“They believe that the development of new leaders Is more 
important than the development of a new program. 

“They want the Republican party to be more liberal in its 
social and economic viewpoint. 

“They oppose, by a vote in the ratio of more than 7 to 3, 
formation of a new party. 

“They pick economy, tax reduction and restoration of busi¬ 
ness prosperity as chief issues for political campaigning.” 

The idea of making President Roosevelt’s supreme 
court program of last year a major issue in the congres¬ 
sional election of 1938 found little support. Surprisingly, 
(to some people) however, there was a relatively high vote 
in favor of a pro-labor policy. This is in contrast to the at¬ 
titude of opposition many party leaders have taken toward 
the Wagner act and the New Deal’s friendliness toward 
organized labor. 

Incidentally, another recent Gallup poll indicated that, 
were the congressional elections to be held now, the Re¬ 
publicans would capture 46 seats in the house of repre¬ 
sentatives, representing a substantial increase over the 
present total but yet leaving the G. O. P. far in the mi¬ 
nority.

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All Aboard For a New Age 

In this speedy age, it’s a slow city where the railroads 
don’t offer stream-lined service. 

Santa Ana is going to get on a stream-lined time 
table after these past months in which the faster rolling 
stock has been introduced to major cities of the nation. 

The Santa Fe lines will inaugurate the service be¬ 
tween here and Los Angeles and San Diego about Feb. 15, 
according to President S. T. Bledsoe.

Roosevelt blames slump on 
big business efforts to wreck 
New Deal; his feud with capi¬ 
talists like Andrew Jackson’s 
war on U. S. bank; senate nim- 
rods hunt deer; Duffy slays a 
barrel, Gamer a “decoy;” state 
department move to deport un¬ 
ion head may start labor strife. 

WASHINGTON. — Those inter¬ 
ested ir, knowing Roosevelt’s point 
of view on the business reces¬ 
sion should do a little reading on 
the fight in 1832 between Presi¬ 
dent Andrew Jackson and the 
monied men of New York and 
Boston who then controlled the 
Bank of the United States. 

Roosevelt is a great student of 
Jackson, adopted the slogan "New 
Deal” from one of Jackson's 
speeches, frequently quotes to his 
inner council, chapter and verse 
from Jackson’s fight with the 
bank. 

Roosevelt considers his quarrel 
with big business almost identi¬ 
cal, and here, very briefly, is the 
history of the Jackson fight: 

The Bank of the United States 
had become the citadel of big bus¬ 
iness—at least in the eyes of west¬ 
ern farmers and eastern labor 
from which Jackson drew his po¬ 
litical support. 

During his first term, Jackson 
attacked the federal bank, charged 
it had conspired with other bank¬ 
ers, newspapers and business lead¬ 
ers to depress economic conditions,, 
scare small businessmen, influence 
the country against the Demo¬ 
crats. 

There was some truth in this. 
Nicholas Biddle, president of the 
bank, told the head of his Boston 
branch that “nothing but the evi¬ 
dence of suffering will produce 
any effect in congress,” 

“This worthy President,” an¬ 
nounced Biddle, “thinks that be¬ 
cause he has scalped Indians and 
imprisoned judges, he is to have 
his way with the bank. He is mis¬ 
taken.” 

Supporting Biddle and led by 
Henry Clay, congress rebelled 
against Jackson in 1832, renewed 
the bank’s charter for four years, 
whereupon Jackson took the 
bank’s funds and placed them In 
“Pet Banks.” 

Jackson took the fight to the 
country in his re-election cam¬ 
paign, and was sent back to the 
White House by a majority big¬ 
ger than previous or succeeding 
president except Roosevelt. 

* * W 

DEADLY PARALLEL 

Among his close friends, Roose¬ 
velt compares his own re-election 
with that of Jackson's, and the 
present rebellion of congress with 
the revolt against Jackson. 

His personal belief is that some 
big business leaders (though not 
all) ganged up on him and staged 
a business sit-down strike to 
wreck the New Deal. Now their 
strike has gotten completely out 
of hand, and, he believes, they are 
panic-stricken over the havoc they 
started. 

To say that Roosevelt is angry 
at big business is to put it mild¬ 
ly, but he has told the inner 
council that the only thing to do 
is to cooperate with business un¬ 
til it can be pushed back on its 
feet. 

NOTE—If the parallel between 
Roosevelt and Jackson is carried 
to the point where Old Hickory 
retired from office after eight 
years in the White House, it is 
rather disconcerting to note that 
the country immediately sank 
into one of its worst depressions.

STUFFED DEER 

During Senator Joe Guffey’s 


hunting party in Pennsylvania, 
there was one deer shot which 
was not brought back to camp. 
It happened this way: 

While the senatorial nimrods 
were waiting for supper, a guide 
sidled up to Senator F. Ryan Duf¬ 
fy of Wisconsin and whispered: 
“Senator, here’s your chance to 
get a deer. There's a big buck 
feeding behind one of the shacks. 
Get your gun quick and I'll take 
you down.” 

An enthusiastic huntsman, Duf¬ 
fy had been sorely disappointed 
by his bad luck during the day. 
So he grabbed his gun and dashed 
outside.

CRANSTON CASE 

To the Editor: I am asking you, 
in the spirit of fairness, to give 
this statement regarding my guar¬ 
dianship of the estate of Sophie 
Gerardelly, the same kind of pub¬ 
licity you gave your article re¬ 
garding this affair, in your issue 
of Dec. 4. 

I was appointed guardian of the 
estate of Mrs. Sophie Gerardelly, 
March 29, 1934, following the dis¬ 
missal of her daughter as guar¬ 
dian, who had had her mother 
taken to the county hospital to be 
adjudged insane. I did not seek 
the position of guardian, but was 
urged to accept the appointment 
by Mrs. Gerardelly’s attorney, and 
; accepted because Mrs. Gerardelly 
and her late husband were very 
faithful and efficient school jani¬ 
tors for many years, while I was 
superintendent for the Santa Ana 
schools. 

During the first year and a half 
of my time as guardian, T had 
nothing to cio with the income 
from the estate, except to endorse 
checks from stocks, over to Mrs. 
Gerardelly. She had entire charge 
of her two homes here, in renting, 
collecting rent and in paying the 
necessary bills connected there¬ 
with, including taxes and repairs. 
This responsibility became irksome 
to her, and she urged me to relieve 
her of that responsibility, by sell¬ 
ing all of her property. With the 
consent and recommendation of 
the court and my attorney, I sold 
her stocks and two homes and 
! purchased a $7000 annuity of the 
1 Occidental Life Insurance com- 
j pany, which has been paying Mrs. 
Gerardelly $54.32 each month, and 
will so continue for the balance of 
j her life. At her death the balance 
will be paid to her estate. I re¬ 
ceived no commission from the 
purchase of that annuity, and if I 
had purchased the annuity of my 
own company, the Central Life 
Assurance Society of Des Moines, 
Iowa, not one penny of my com¬ 
mission would have come out of 
the estate of my ward . My com¬ 
pany would have paid my commis¬ 
sion. In buying the annuity I had 
i reserved the balance from the sale 
of the property for any emergen- 
j cics and placed the same in her 
■ deposit box. Up to the time of 
| selling Mrs. Gerardelly’s property, 
l the net income from all of her 
, property was about $31 per month, 
as against $54.32 she now receives 
j from her annuity. 

With the exception of two 
I months last spring, Mrs. Gerar¬ 
delly has been living with her 
I brothers back in Iowa. During the 
two months that she was living 
j here in Santa Ana her daughter 
I caused her to be taken again out 
I to the County Hospital to be ad- 
| judged insane. Again the case was 
! dismissed. But that experience so 
| frightened Mrs. Gerardelly that 
j she decided to return to her broth- 
j ers in Iowa, After returning to 
i Iowa she kept writing me that 
| she did not want me to keep pay- 
I ing box rent. I finally wrote her 
| that I would discontinue renting 
I her box and would place her funds 
I and papers in my deposit box if 
I she wished, and that was done. 

, According to bank rules, no one 
• had access to her box except my¬ 
self, not even Mrs. Gerardelly 
without my being with her. So if 
I were disposed to be crooked, I 
could have played that game 
whether the funds were in her box 
or mine, but I was under bonds 
sufficient to cover the amount of 
funds in question, and am respon¬ 
sible for every dollar of her funds, 
whether her funds be in a deposit 
box or in my own personal ac¬ 
count. 

For many months I have wished 
to be released of this responsibil¬ 
ity and annoyance, but at the 
earnest solicitation of Mrs. Ger¬ 
ardelly I have continued to be¬ 
friend a worthy old lady and de¬ 
fend her against the merciless at¬ 
tacks of her daughter. Plans have 
been under way for some time to 
have the guardianship transferred 
to one of her brothers in Iowa, 
and that will be accomplished soon! 

I have tried to be brief in writ¬ 
ing this article, but the nature of 
the case and defense of my char¬ 
acter are my sole excuse for its 
length.

Many 
writers have made the Algonquin 
a port of call Rex Beach, Edna 
Ferber, Sinclair Lewis, Irvin Cobb 
and such—but its real and inter¬ 
esting history is entwined chiefly 
with the stage. The stage of John 
Drew, Ethel Barrymore, Constance 
Collier, Raymond Hitchcock and 
so many more of that ilk who 
made it their New York home.
